EDITOR'S DAYBOOK! 
—Those American taxpayer 
who would like to see the end 
of the dollar "gifts" abroad 
may be surprised to learn that 
some Western European busi- 
nessmen and government lead 
ers are supporting that move 


We commented here a few days 


ago that President-elect Eisenhow 
er would be confronted with a big 
problem when he tackles the one 
. concerning lower tariffs and freer 
world trade. 


Roscoe Drummond, chief of the 


Washington, News Bureau of the 
Christian Science Monitor, com 
ments on the subject in a recent 
column. We print portions of it 
here because it seems to us that 
Americans will be confronted with 
a decision along that line shortly: 


"The Western European coun 


tries—to live, to produce, to arm 
—require food, machinery, 
and 


some raw materials which can be 
bought only in the United States, 
with dollars. (American producer; 
are not going to take French francs 
or Italian lire or Greek drachma; 
for their tractors or wheat or cot- 
ton.) 


There are only two ways these 


nations can get dollars they need 
with which to buy the goods they 
must have from the only place 
they can get them — America. 
They can either earn those dol- 
lars or they can be given the dol- 
lar-

Propoganda to the contrary, they 


don't want to be given those dollars 
If we are willing to let them earn 
the dollars. 
(For four years the 


Marshall Plan was largely gift dol- 
lars. Europe had to be given the 
materials' and 
machinery 
with 


which to put its economy and its 
productive plant — fields and fac 
tories — back on a producing basis 
after the destruction of the war.) 
Much of Western Europe today is 
In a position to earn its way, wants 
to earn its way, will earn its way.

nigM here is probably the big- 


gest domestic decision facing the 
Eisenhower administration: ,Will 
the United States pursue an eco- 
nomic policy which will enable 
our allies to earn the dollars to 
buy the goods which they critical- 
ly need and which can be bought 
only In America with dollars? 
The only alternative to gift dol- 


lars (a blunt term for foreign eco- 
nomic aid) is earned dollars—and 
it must be one or the other unless 
we are to let the free world fall into 
an economic collapse which would 
wreck 
rearmament 
and throw 


some countries into the arms of 
the Communists.'.

Europe's interests? Yes, and in the 
interests of American agriculture 
and industry as well. American 
farms and factories need to sell a 
substantial portion of their expand- 
ing production. For four years the 
Marshall Plan has obscured the 
urgency of this need because its 
grants to European countries pro- 
vided the dollars which enabled 
American producers to sell what 
Europe otherwise would not have 
been able to pay for.

Obviously, the only way Europe 


can buy from the United States is 
to sell to the United States. And 
that poses the central economic 
question before the new adminis- 
tration: Will we permit Europe to 
sell to the United States in order 
that it ir.ay earn the dollars to buy 
what we need to sell and what it 
cannot safely go without? 


It isn't just the, professors, the 


economists, and/the intellectuals, 
who UTS centering upon this fact. 
Business 
leadership—especially 


but not exclusively in the export- 
import field—is saying the same 


. thing, and when business asks 


for freer trade it ought to know 
what it is talking about. It is 
talking about the welfare of the 
whole nation, not just the imme- 
diate welfare of business. Note 
these straws in the wind: 
The National Association of Man- 


ufacturers is urging lower Ameri- 
can tariffs and the elimination of 
import quota restrictions. 


"The free world is in its present 


predicament because of the cumu- 
lative 
effect 
of 
restrictionism, 


which is raising its ugly head 
everv day," says George A. Sloan, 
chairman of the 
United States 


Council of the International Cham- 
ber of Commerce. "The free world 
craves a positive and coherent 
United States foreign economic 
policy." Then he puts his conclu- 
sion in these direct words: 
•"In order to place the balance 


of payments of friendly nations on 
a healthy and enduring basis, it is

Hiss Member 
Of Party in 
Washington 


Former Red Says 
Group Believed 
In Revolution 
WASHINGTON—^)—Na- 


thaniel Weyl, a confessed for- 
mer Communist, said today 
Alger Hiss was a member of 
the Communist party in 1933 
in a unit composed of various 
government officials. 


Weyl said he himself was a 


member of the unit and that it in- 
cluded a number of government of- 
ficials in the early 
depression 


years. 


Weyl, who said he was a Com- 


munist member for five years, has 
been a government economist in 
±ie past. He served overseas with 
the American Army during World 
War II, and since leaving the Com- 
munist party he has held several 
government posts. 


He detailed his Communist con- 


nections in a copyrighted interview 
published in U. S. News and World 
Report, a weekly news magazine. 


Weyl said of the 1933 Communist 


unit in government: 


"It was a unit consisting entire- 


y of men who were expected to 
mve promising careers in the gov- 
ernment, organized completely in- 
dependently of the rest of the 
Washington- Communists, and set 
up on a basis of (he strictest se- 
crecy." 


While there was nothing illegal 


hen about government officials be- 
ng Communists, Weyl said mem- 
bers of the group "all knew they 
were part of a revolutionary or- 
ganization." 


'They were there," he added, 


'because they believed in revolu- 
ion. 
They thought the capitalistic 


system was dying and would have 
o change over to a socialist form 
of organization." 


Weyl said he would guess rough- 


y that Hiss attended between 35 
and 40 meetings of the unit. Hiss 
s the former State department of- 
icial now serving a prison term 
or his conviction of lying when >e 
denied giving secrets to a Ked spy 
ing courier. 
Asked whether Hiss was a mem- 


ber of the Communist party, or 
ust an underground member at 
arge, Weyl replied: 


'He was a member of the par- 


y. Everyone who attended unit 
meetings was. No outsider or fel- 
ow traveler was ever admitted." 


Weyl, who has told his story to 
. congressional committee, was 
,sked in the present interview: 
"Do you know of any Commu- 
ist in the administration?" Weyl 
eplied: 
"If there are any today, I don't 


:now about them. If I did, I would 
ives their names to the FBI."

Between 1939 and 1949, Dr. Bet- 


ag was tuberculosis control officer 
or the Illinois Safety department 
nd during that same period was 
medical director of the Livingston 
bounty Sanltorium at Pontiac. 


He has been chairman of a na- 


tional committee studying diseases 
in mental institutions in the United 
States, Canada and Mexico. 


Lyons, the newly designated rev- 


enue director, was deputy director 
of the department between 1943 
and 1948. He served as an assistant 
to Stratton during the latter's 
terms as state treasi'ier.

Took Only $22.5B 


Although there was well over a 


$100 in the cash drawer, Trotter 
only took the $22.50, said Camery. 


Camery made the arrest after 


laying in wait for a possible sus- 
pect who was believed to have 
burglary on his mind, according to 
police. 


Trotter worked at the Gulf sta- 


tion previously, police said. 
He 


had been in the station on Thurs.- 
day. 


When he left, a'routine check of 


the windows was made by the sta- 
tion attendant before closing the 
station for the night, police said. 


I: was discoevred that one of 


the windows was left unlocked 
which was uncommon. An attempt 
was made to gain entrance into 
the station that jiight. "Since the 
window was locked the attempt 
failed, police added. 


Police Wait 


Officer Camery was staked out 


near the gas station on Friday 
night to observe any unusual hap- 
penings. 


It was then, at 12:45 p.m., that 


Camery saw Trotter go to the rear 
window and force his way into the 
station. 


After he gained entrance the ar- 


rest was made while he was still 
inside, said Camery. 


Trotter's case will come before 


the January term of the grand 
jury which starts today, according 
:o Police Chief Frank Tyne. 
He 


was bound over to the grand jury 
by Justice of the Peace Schrock 
who placed him under $1,000. He 
was sent to the county jail. 


This is the second time Trotter 


was apprehended by local police. 
In 1947. when he was 15, the pri- 
soner was declared a delinquent 
and placed under the guardianship 
of his brother, Edward Trotter, 
Dixon police officer. 


The youth then confessed to com- 


mitting a series of illegal offenses 
during the fall of 1946.

In a signed confession, Trotter 


admitted stealing an outboard mo- 
tor, two cans of gasoline and tem- 
pering with a motor vehicle. He 
was in the company of two or 
three other youths at the time. 


He and the others hid the motor 


and ,the gasoline in a boathousc 
near the river, according to his 
confession. 


However, when they returned to 


the hiding place on April 29, 1947, 
they discovered that the motor was 
missing. 


He and another boy decided to 


run away from, home, he con- 
fessed. 
They took the gasoline, 


which was still in the boat house, 
and carried it to a home that was 
then under construction, he added. 


They had intended to burn the 


building to the ground by pouring 
the gasoline over the roof, said 
Trotter.

ceded during the last year." 


He told a 
news conference 


aboard the Queen Mary that the 
Korean War means "that Soviet 
aggression has been- resolutely and 
fully confronted." 


"That has been the greatest 


event of tht past five years," h« 
said. 


Against Extension 


The 78-year-old British leader 


said his country was against any. 
"definite extension" of the Korean' 
War.

He expressed distress with 


American trade tariffs, and said

than they were in 1952." 


To a newsman who wanted to 


know whether the danger of world 
war had subsided, the Prime Min- 
ister replied quickly: 


"Leave out the word subsided 


for the word receded." 


Churchill, making his 12th visit 


to the United States, looked jaunty 
in a black outfit and yachting cap. 


Must Hold Position 


Concerning the Korean War, the 


Prime Minister said, "We must go 
on and hold our position—this 
doesn't mean there will be no im- 
provement in the situation." 


Asked whether Britain opposed 


any moves to extend the conflict, 
Churchill said: 


"I think it would be a great pity 


for the United Nations armies— 
or the United States armies—to go 
wandering about all over this vast 
China—or to make any definite ex- 
tension of the war." 


He said there are "worse things 


than a stalemate,*' such as that 
which prevails in Korea. "There's 
a checkmate," he said. 


Churchill said Korea has brought 


"consolidation of the chances for 
world peace," by uniting the free 
nations against aggression and by- 
sparking a western military build- 
up. 


"Real Center" 


But he said Korea must not di- 


vert the free nations from the 
"real center of gravity," which he 
said he believed is "along the 
frontiers of the Iron Curtain in 
Europe." 


Asked about economic relations 


between Great Britain and tht

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U. S. Could Ease NATO Fears aiul 


Still Build Solid Defenses 


The Paris meeting of the North Atlantic Treaty Coun- 


cil was dominated, as expected, by military indecision and 
economic caution. Not until spring, when the new Eisen- 
hower administration will have had a chance to shape its 
policies, can we look for firm plans for the future of Euro- 
pean defense. 


About the only concrete decision taken at Paris was 


the approval of a $239,600,000 outlay in 1953 for new mili- 
tary bases and communications installations in the Eu- 
ropean theater. 


It seems clear that no matter what General Eisen- 


hower may propose as President, Western Europe will not 
shake off its "go slow" mood. Typical of the present atti- 
tude were the statements of British Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden and French Defense Minister Rene Pleven. 


Said Eden: "We have to be careful not to overstrain 
•ur economies. 


Said Pleven: 


oomic crisis." 
"We all agreed we must avoid an eco- 


At the heart of this mood are two things: 
First, Europe's evident doubt that the threat of war is 


urgent and immediate. The Europeans take confidence, 
ironically, from the defense buildup that has occurred so 
far; and from the knowledge the U. S. is pledged to assist 
them from the moment any war should begin. 


Second, the European's fear of the political conse- 


quences of too-great defense burdens. Perhaps much of 
this fear is legitimate. Certainly no sane supporter of the 
free world would want to risk unseating the relatively sta- 
ble middle-road governments now holding power. 


Yet European leaders may well be overplaying the po- 


litical dangers. Since they make a practice of keeping un- 
palatable truths from their peoples, no one can judge with 
fine accuracy how the citizenry would respond to a frankly 
presented program of defense which stressed, perhaps, a 
moderately urgent note.

;Nor is the test likely to be made in th'c months just 


ahead. At Paris the NATO council members put stress on 
raising the quality of existing forces in 1953, and equipping 
them more fully. Military men still hope for another 10 
divisions to add to the 50 now counted, but they will be 
working uphiii. 


Eisenhower may be able to impart to NATO countries 


greater sense of urgency than they have. But as NATO 
commander he never quite achieved that, nor did he dispel 
the politicians' fear of heavy arms burdens. 


Possibly the best contribution the general could make 


toward the success of the spring NATO session would be to 
help lead the treaty powers toward goals that are more 
Realistic—objectives closer than those of the original Libon 
program to the economic facts of life, but still great enough 
tp foreshadow defensive strength that will deter a Com- 
jnunist aggressor. 


THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Attack on Syphilis Should 
Wipe Out the Disease 


Syphilis is one of the veneral dis- 


eases. It has been fought long and 
with much success, so that now 
there is real hope of eliminating 
it altogether. It will take time, of 
course, but the methods needed to 
conquer it are known. 


A test or tiie blood was devised 


many years ago by means of which 
the presence of syphilis could be 
detected. This test was named aft- 
er the originator, and is commonly 
known as the Wassermann test. 


There have been several modifi- 


cations of this test over the years 
(Kahn, Kline, etc.), but any of the 
standard tests when properly used 
and interpreted will show the pres- 
ence of syphilis even when symp- 
toms are lacking. 


In late years many physicians 


and institutions ha^e started using 
one or more of these tests on all 
their patients regardless of symp- 
toms and thus have uncovered a 
great many unsuspected cases of 
the disease. 


Also, many large industrial or- 


ganizations, and indeed whole com- 
munities, have employed blood 
tests for syphilis on a mass basis. 
By doing this they have found 
many people who unknowingly had 
the disease. 


The fact that such cases could 


be discovered and treatment given 
to make the disease non-contagi- 
»us has been of great aid in re- 
iucing the frequency of syphilis. 


Treatment, too, is improving. 


For many years the patient with 
larly syphilis was treated by cer- 
tain drugs containing heavy metals 
nich aa arsenic, mercury and bis- 


muth. These are still being used 
with gicat success. Now penicillin 
has been added. 


.MAKES IT NON'CONTAGIOUS 


In the infectious stage of the dis- 


ease, pencillin seems to be highly 
successful in making the condition 
non-contagious to others. It has 
value m other forms of syphilis, 
also. However, many conservative 
doctors are not yet prepared to say 
that penicillin can entirely replace 
the old and tried methods. 


This scourge of mankind is com- 


ing under control. By means of a 
multiple attack aimed at prevent- 
ing its spicad from person to per- 
son, by mass blood tests, by more 
prompt treatment and by newer 
methods of uealmenl, it should be 
possible to conquer syphilis entire- 
ly. Certainly, it is responsible for 
fewer cases of death and disability 
than it was 50 years ago.

as usual I will discuss bidding ac- 
cording to the point-count method 
so that beginners and average play- 
ers can see how the experts bid. 
Just in case you're not familiar 
with the point-count here it is: 
count 4 points for each ace in your 
hand; 3 for each king; 2 for each 
queen; 1 for each jack.

There are 10 points in each suit, 


and 40 points in the entire deck. 
You and your partner usually need 
26 points to make a game; 33 
points for a small slam; 37 for a 
grand slam. 


North's jump r a i s e to three 


hearts in today's hand would ordi- 
narily show about 13 to 16 points 
with strong four-card support for 
hearts. 
In this case, North has 


passed originally and is not likely 
to have as many as 14 points for 
that reason. 


The North hand actually counts 


up to 13 points, 11 in normal high 
cards, 1 extra for the queen of 
hearts, and 1 for the doubleton. 


South should not consider a slam 


in view of North's original pass. 
South has 16 points in high cards, 
1 point for the fifth heart, and 1 
point for the doubleton. With only 
18 points of his own, South would 
need 15 points from his partner; 
and this is most unlikely since 
North has passed originally. 


South is justified in bidding the

Only Mord Justification to Strike Is to Redress Wrongs 


in Wages, Working Conditions: Pegler.

In principle, a "strike" is a stoppage of work by two or more 


individuals to obtain an advantage for themselves. 
They may not 


deserve that advantage. They may defiantly declare that they are 
seeking to gain an unfair advantage. 
Yet our people, in our pres- 


ent unfortunate habit of thought, will still agree that they have a 
right to strike. 
Some educated persons sincerely believe that the 


right to strike is a sacred moral right, but that contention is "easily 
demolishe'd. 


Most of the terrible total of strikes of the year 


1952 
were ordered by boss monopolists of a po- 


litical force which we carelessly call "labor," 
for political purposes. The only moral justification 
of a strike is a desire to redress wrongs in wages 
or dangerous working conditions. The overwhelm- 
ing majority of the total of the 1952 strikes lacked 
moral virtue and therefore no sacred right was in- 
volved which some persons might feel bound to 
respect. 


We are always confusing ourselves by pictur- 


ing mass insurrections as. strikes. We forget "that 
We,ihroou i-e«ier 


the i>ure strike is simply a concerted peaceful stoppage of work will- 
ingly engaged in by all the individuals concerned. 


The contrast between that naive picture and the frightful riots 


which now constitute the actual reality, shows how far off the beam 
we have wandered. 
This confusion was planned by the Roosevelt- 


CIO forces in the turbulent period up to 1940. Our press, which has 
an obligation to keep its head and provide wise, brave leadership, 
even against emotional tumults and intimidation by tax" vultures, 
failed in this great crisis. It is still sadly recreant on the whole. 


Pointedly, when .the fact was disclosed a few days ago that 


American soldiers were going through a Valley Forge winter in the 
New York area, suffering great hardships under canvas because 
some racket unions would not let the men put up simple prefab huts, 
wftat did our press say about that? Did it storm in righteous fury 
at the rackets? Not at all. The two editorials which came nearest 
to a voice of courage said "Now, boys, this is bad public relations 
for 'labor'." 
They should have said "To hell with the damned 


unions! Put up those barracks and shoot any picket who tries to 
butt in or interfere with deliveries!"

We were hur- 
rying production of warplanes in 
a factory at Inglewood, Calif. The 
Communists of the CIO, who at 
that time were maintaining a mili- 
tary alliance with Nazi Germany, 
tried to stop production of planes 
for Britain. Roosevelt turned out 
the 15th U. S. infantry to open 
holes in the picket lines. He used 
the term "violent 
insurrection" 


and 
it was quite appropriate. 


Howeve'r. that crime called for 
prosecution and Roosevelt dodged 
the issue.

The only legitimate purose of a 


picket is to advertise a grievance. 
The right to picket has been put 
forth only as an extension of the 
freedom of expression. 
No at- 


tempt ever has been made to jus- 
tify mob violence or mass picket- 
ing on the ground that strikers 
have a right to prevent strike- 
breakers or non-strikers from go- 
ing to work. Excuses have been 
offered, but not just reasons hav- 
ing moral value. 


There is nothing wrong about 


strike-breaking. 
It is a pure ex- 


pression of competition. 
Those 


who condemn competition among 
workers, whether they know it or 
not, are advocating the sort of 
regimentation and faceless same- 
ness that were imposed on labor 
by Mussolini, Hitler and Lenin- 
Trotsky. Many strikes have been 
waged, through the criminal in- 
timidation of packet lines, solely 
to compel unwilling workers to 


of a regard for their personality 
and their human rights. Wagner 
substituted one brutal force for 
another, the boss-goon of the union 
for the foreman-goon of the em' 
ployer. 


Altogether, thanks in part to 


Wagner but most to Roosevelt, the 
American worker has lost pre- 
cious liberties which are simply 
unknown to most of the present 
working generation.

whether to delay the execution of atom spies Julius and Ethel Rosenberg 
to give them time to seek a review in the U. S. Supreme court. 


The motion fof the stay of execu 


tion was a last-ditch move by de- 
fense attorneys to save the pair, 
now doomed to die in Sing Sing's 
electric chair at 10 p.m. (GST) 
Jan. 14. 


The motion urged the court to 


hold up the electrocution while the 
convicted pair ask the Supreme 
Court to review a lower court's de- 
cision denying them a new trial.

Wednesday until midnight Sunday, 
local time), was 375 fatalities, set 
only last year.

total to the 410 the safety council 
estimated in. advance of the New 
Year weekend. 


Accidental deaths 
of 
various 


kinds numbered 122 and 56 were 
burned to death to raise the total 
for the 102-hour period to 569. Last 
year's total was 611. 


Only the week before an all-time 


record for highway fatalities dur- 
ing a four-day Christmas weekend 
was established at 556. It, too, 
broke a year old record by 1. The 
Christmas weekend accident fatal- 
ities of all kinds numbered 744.

Krueger Smith brandished a kitch- 
en knife over her dying husband 
and cried: 


"I'm so glad I did it!" 
Mrs. Smith, daughter of retired 


Gen. Walter Krueger of World War 
II fame, is being tried by a U. S. 
Army court martial on a charge of 
murdering Col. Aubrey Smith in 
their Tokyo home the night of Oct. 
3. 


The maid, Shigeko Tani, 28,,testi- 


fied she wrested a foot-long hunt- 
ing knife from Mrs. Smith and hjd 
it in a downstairs living room. She 
said Smith was stabbed with the 
hunting knife. 


Tells Story 


Miss Tani, speaking in Japanese, 


told the nine-member American 
court: 


She ran back to the Smith's bed- 


room and found Mrs. Smith holding 
a small kitchen knife over the 
bleeding colonel in his bed. 


Mrs. Smith had the knife in her 


right hand and the colonel was 
holding Mrs. Smith's right wrist. 


Mrs. Smith wept frequently at 


today's opening session. Twice she 
broke down in wracking sobs. She 
is 40 and the mother of two. 


Miss Tani, a cool and composed 


withness, said Smith. 45-year-old 
chief- of the plans and operations 
division of the logistics section of 
U.S. Far East headquarters, told 
her he had been stabbed by his 
wife. 


Charge Murder 


Mrs. Smith is charged with pre- 


meditated murder, for which the 
maximum penalty is death and the 
alternate penalty is life imprison- 
ment. Lt. Col. W. H. H. Jones, at- 
torney for the prosecution, declined 
comment when asked whether the 
death penalty would be asked. 


Before the trial, Mrs. Smith was 


under observation in an Army hos- 
pital. The defense has indicated it 
would challenge an Army board's 
finding that Mrs. Smith was able 
to distinguish right from wrong.
